Army Bill Passes Without Taber and Connery Amendments 


Conferees on the War Department ap- 
propriation bill reached a final agree- 
ment on Mareh 2, with the iniquitous 
Connery and Taber amendments defi- 
nitely knocked out of the measure and 
the Couzens amendment for training un- 
employed youths in the CMTC defeated. 

The agreement came only after the 
House conferees had earlier in the week 
gone back to the House with a partial 
report leaving 21 of the bill’s 45 amend- 
ments in disagreement. Fortified by the 
action of the House the conferees again 
met and agreed yesterday. March 3, the 
eonference report was approved in both 
Houses and the bill sent to the President 
for his signature. 

Both the Taber amendment, curtailing 
pay credit to include only regular com- 
missioned service, and the Connery 
amendment, prohibiting retired pay to 
officers whose income is in excess of 
$3,000, were voted out of the bill by 
the House without roll call or division. 

Representative Collins, senior House 
conferee, in bringing up the Connery 
amendment, announced that the con- 
ferees had brought the measure back for 
a vote because the House previously had 
voted it in the bill, but he said that if 
the House should so indicate it the con- 
ferees would recede. “I believe,” he de- 





clared, “I can say that the House con- 
ferees will recede. I think that will be 
the position of the committee. 1 have 
talked to several of them and that seems 
to be the view of all of those with whom 
1 have talked, and I have talked with a 
majority of them.” 

When the Taber amendment came up 
Mr. Collins moved that the House recede 
from its stand and vote to throw the 
amendment. 

Mr. Collins called the first conference 
report up in the House on March 1. 

The House voted to agree to the fel- 
ony” amendment by further amending 
it to make it read: “No appropriation 
contained in this Act shall be available 
for the pay and allowance of any com- 
missioned officer convicted of felony and 
which conviction has been affirmed by an 
appellate court, unless approved by the 
Secretary of War.” 

The next amendment brought forward 
was the Senate amendment striking out 
the Connery amendment, which would 
have prohibited pay to retired officers 
with an income in excess of $3,000. In 
striking contrast to the attitude of the 
House a few weeks previously when it 
jammed the amendment through, it now

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Economy Bill Passes 
Continuing Pay Cuts 


The tortuous path of the Economy 
rider on the Post Office-Treasury bill 
came to an end on Thursday of this 
week, when the conferees reached a final 
agreement. The House, with virtually 
no debate approved the report that same 
afternoon, and the Senate approved the 
next day. 

The bill as finally settled upon by the 
conferees continues the present furlough 
pay cut plan, and broadens its applica- 
tion so as to include enlisted men whose 
pay is in excess of $1,000 a year. This 
inclusion was finally forced into the bill 
by a majority of the Senate conferees 
after the House last week, in an earlier 
attempt to pass the economy Dill, had 
approved the bill without their inclusion. 
Representative Byrns, senior House con- 
feree, as well as Senator Oddie, fought 
vigorously against it but when the Sen- 
ate on Feb. 24 rejected the House's at- 
tempted compromise and sent the bill 
back to conference they lost out. 

On the other hand, the Senate lost out 
in its effort to restore automatic pay in- 
creases, so the pay-freeze will continue 
for at least another year. 

The conferees also agreed to require 
three years duty on foreign stations. 

One item of importance was the inclu- 
sion of a provision that officers and em- 
ployes on stations outside the continen- 
tal limits will lose only one month’s 
leave without pay, thus permitting them 
to use whatever accrued leave they may 
have to their credit. 

The managers for the House in the 
conference made a statement to the 
House which sets forth the action taken 
by the conference and later approved by 
the House. Excerpts from this state- 
ment of interest to the services follow, 
references therein being made to the pro- 
visions of the original House bill, to the 
amendments placed on it by the Senate 
and to the amendment introduced last 
week by Mr. Byrns and adopted at that 
time by the House (as report in the 
JourRNAL of Feb. 25): 

The Senate amendment reduces by 
per cent the active and retired pay 0; 
the enlisted personnel of the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard, 
if at a rate of more than $1,000. The 
Hlouse amendment to the Senate amend- 
ment does not contain such a provision. 
The conference agreement retains the 
Senate provision, 

Annual Leave 

The Senate amendment provides that 
officers and employees of the Panama 
Canal and Panama Railroad on the Isth- 
mus and officers and employees (includ- 
ing enlisted personnel) holding official 
station outside the continental United 
States shall be deprived of only one 
month’s leave with pay during 1933 and 
1934 under the economy act. The House 
amendment to the Senate amendment 
and the conference agreement adopt the 
Senate provision. 

Deductions From Furlough 

The Senate amendment provides that 
deductions on account of legislative far- 
lough shall be made during 1934 at the 
rate of 814 per cent per month regardless 
of the number of days of such furlough

A Service Champion 

Working quietly and unostentatiously 
Representative-elect J. H. Hoeppel, of 
California, has been in Washington for 
some time preparing himself for his 
duties in the 73rd Congress and using 
his utmost efforts to combat legislation 
of threatening import to the armed ser- 
vices. 

As a retired master sergeant and edi- 
tor of the Retired Men’s News, Represen- 
tative Hoeppel is fortified with a back- 
ground of experience and knowledge in 
matters affecting National Defense and 
the welfare of its personnel. And fur- 
thermore he has been making good use 
of his knowledge to help the services. 

As the leader in the movement to kill 
the cut in enlisted men’s pay, Mr. Hoep- 
pel appeared before committees and 
called upon his friends to present to 
them the plight of the retired men. He 
was equally active in fighting the Taber 
and Connery amendments, now happily 
defeated. His quiet and dignified yet 
forceful and accurate presentation of the 
service viewpoint has made a deep im- 
pression upon the committees before 
which he has appeared and forecasts 
the influence and standing which he will 
have in the new Congress. 

Following is the text of a letter writ- 
ten by Representative Hoeppel in behalf 
of the enlisted men as part of his per- 
sonal campaign to defeat iniquitous 
legislation : 

House of Representatives, 
Washington, D. C., February 6, 1933. 

Dear Sir: Attached hereto is an amend- 
ment which I respectfully request you present 
to the Senate in connection with the economy 
bill, H. R. 13520, now before your honorable 
body. 

a . . 

It is considered just and proper that re- 
tired civil-service personnel should be ex- 
cepted from a pay cut; but is it not equally 
fair and just that retired enlisted men be 
also excepted from a pay cut? 

Retired enlisted men, aged and enfeebled 
with physical disabilities incurred in action 
and other hazards of service, served long 
hard years at as low as $13 per month. This 
small pay was accepted and these men denied 
themselves the comforts of home and the 
opportunity to gain a competence in the as- 
surance that they were building up for them- 
selves an annuitable credit for their old age, 
in event they survived combat and the vicis- 
situdes of 30 years of service. 

With increasing infirmities (many are bed- 
ridden and several blind) they are prohibited 
by law from entering a soldiers’ home, except 
the one here in Washington, and if they enter 
it they alone must pay for their maintenance 





Because of their advanced years they have 
more than the average medical bill in their 
efforts to find surcease from pain or affliction 
incurred in service. 

Retired civil-service personnel who are 
exempted from a pay cut while in active em- 
ployment and in retirement are permitted to 
draw pension, compensation, and emergency 
officers’ retired pay or disability allowance, 
even though their military service was only 
90 days and their disabilities arose years 
after the war. 

Enlisted men in active service and on the 
retired list, even though they have service- 
connected disabilities, are debarred from 
either of these benefits; yet it is proposed 
to cut their pay and not reduce the pay of 
civil-service retired men who receive two 
pays. 

In the interest of men who served 30 years 
in the military or naval service, I appeal to 
you to save them from a pay cut in their 
last days.

month. The House amendment to the 
Senate amendment and the conference 
agreement adopt the Senate provisions. 
Automatic Increases 

The House bill continued for 1934 
section 201 which prohibits automatic 
increases in compensation. The Senate 
amendment omitted section 201 from the 
continued sections. The House amend- 
ment to the Senate amendment and the 
conference agreement continue section 
201. ’ 

Filling of Vacancies 

The House bill did, not continue for 
1934 section 208 of the economy act 
which prohibits the filling of vacancies. 
The Senate amendment did continue this 
section. The House amendment to the 
Senate amendment and the conference 
agreement adopt the Senate provision. 

Limitations on Retired Pay 

The Senate amendment contained a 
provision (added to section 212 of the 
economy act) to the effect that no re- 
tired officer of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, or Coast Guard who in private 
life receives salary or compensation of 
$10,000 or over shall receive any retired 
pay from the Government of the United 
States; and that no officer on the active 
list shall receive from any Government 
corporation, or from any department of 





the United States Government, or from 
the municipal government of the District 
of Columbia any compensation in excess 
of his salary and allowances as an active 
officer. The House amendment to the 
Senate amendment and the conference 
agreement omit the Senate provision. 

The Senate amendment contained a 
further amendment to section 212 of the 
economy act providing that the limita- 
tions on retired pay shall not apply to 
officers retircd for disability incurred in 
service and directly connected and not 
by legal presumption with such service. 
in lieu of the provision now contained 
in the laws exempting officers retired for 
disability incurred in combat with an 
enemy. The House amendment to the 
Senate amendment and the conference 
agreement omit the Senate provision. 

Military Travel 

The House bill continued without 
change section 206 of the economy act 
(relating to reductions in travel allow- 
ance). The Senate amendment struck 
out subsection (a) of section 206 which 
provided that actual travel expenses of 
officers of the services mentioned in the 
pay adjustment act of 1922 shall be the 
same as civilian employees. The House 
amendment to the Senate amendment 
and the conference agreement adopt the 
Senate provision. 

Travel Allowances 

The Senate amendment inserted a pro- 
vision that travel allowances of Govern- 
ment officers on vehicles owned by them 
shall be reduced from 3 to 2 cents per 
mile in the case of travel by motor 
cycle and from 7 to 5 cents per mile if 
such travel is by automobile. The House 
amendment to the Senate amendment

OR many years, the Navy has rec- 

ognized the value of competition in 
stimulating interest and thereby promot- 
ing efficiency and economy in various 
lines of endeavor. In any competition, 
it is essential that participating units 
function under set rules known to all. 
It is also essential that the competition 
be supervised and that awards and pen- 
alties be administered impartially. 


In competitions with so many ramifi- 


cations and complications as will be 
found in tactics, gunnery, engineering 
and communications, where the units 


participating are many and varied in 
type, the work of drawing up rules and 
instructions in such manner as to in- 
sure progress from year to year, col- 
lecting data, adjusting scores, studying 
and tabulating results, etc. is enormous. 
For this purpose and for the purpose of 
insuring uniformity in training meth- 
ods and doctrine among the units of 
the forces afloat, the Division of Fleet 
Training in the Office of Naval Opera- 
tions was established. 


This Office is in constant touch with 
and collects data, information and sug- 
gestions from the operating forces; di- 
gests, coordinates and applies same in 
drawing up and revising tactical, gun- 
nery and engineering instructions. Under 
the direction of the Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations, it supervises the methods used in 
training and directs the lines along which 


research and development are to pro- 
ceed, 
Ever increasing efficiency of person- 


nel with resulting economy in operation 
is the goal toward which this Office is 
constantly striving. 


The designation of this Office has been 
changed from time to time, though its 
functions have remained practically the 
same. In 1901, the late Vice Admiral 
A. P. Niblack was appointed the first 
“Inspector of Target Practice”. In his 
memory, Mrs. Niblack presented the tro- 
Phy which is awarded annually to the 
cruiser making the highest score in com- 
munications. 


Admiral Niblack was succeeded by Ad- 
miral W. S. Sims, who held the office for 
hearly seven years. During this period, 
under Admiral Sims’ direction and the 
added stimulus of the late President 
Theodore Roosevelt, our Naval gunnery 
Made the most remarkable stride for- 
ward, in its history. 

At the beginning of the World War. 
this Office was under the direction of the 
late Rear Admiral C. P. Plunkett, who 
left this billet to command the U. S. 
vel Railway Battery on the Western 
Front.

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Air Corps Organization 

Assistant Secretary of War for Air, F. 
Trubee Davison, on March 1, announced 
the approval of orders for the early or- 
ganization of five additional pursuit 
squadrons, which writes the closing 
chapter—with respect to the number of 
Air Corps fighting units—of the Army 
air expansion program adopted in 1926. 

When Mr. Davison took office in July, 
1926, the Army Air Corps consisted of 32 
squadrons equipped with planes which 
included a large percentage of obsolete 
war-time ships. Now—with the five new 
pursuit squadrons just authorized—the 
Army air organization will consist of 51 
squadrons of modern military aircraft, 
divided as follows: 21 Pursuit squad- 
rons; 12 Bombardment squadrons; 4 At- 
tack squadrons and 14 Observation 
squadrons. 

“Due to the shortage of planes and 
pilots, brought about by demands imposed 
by economy,” said Mr. Davison, “a few 
of the organizations are operating at re- 
duced strength. These reduced units will 
be raised to their full strength with re- 
spect to planes and personnel as soon as 
conditions permit. 

“There have been times when it 
seemed as if the expansion of our air 
defenses progressed with very lagging 
steps indeed. Therefore, the organization 
of these last remaining fighting units is 
to me a source of great satisfaction. 

“Three of the new squadrons will be 
created on April 1. One will be at 
Barksdale Field, Shreveport, Louisiana, 
as part of the First Attack Wing. Two 
will be stationed at Albrook Field, Pana- 
ma. On June 30, another squadron will 
be formed at Selfridge Field. The last 
remaining squadron will be organized on 
September 1 at Langley Field. The two 
last named units will eventually go to 
Hawaii. 

“With the organization of the last re- 
maining squadrons, the air strength of 
the Army will be distributed as follows: 

“Two bombardment wings, each con- 
sisting of one bombardment and one pur- 
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suit group of three squadrons each. One 
wing will be at March Field, Riverside, 
California, and the other at Langley 
Field, Virginia. Meanwhile construction 
is progressing on the new bombardment 
base near San Francisco. 

“One attack group, consisting of three 
squadrons, will be stationed at Galves- 
ton, Texas, and one pursuit group of 
three squadrons at Shreveport, Louis- 
iana. Eventually, both groups will be at 
Shreveport, and will constitute the 
Third Attack Wing. : 

“One pursuit group of three squadrons 
at Selfridge Field, Michigan. 

“Nine observation squadrons, dis- 
tributed in the various corps areas. 

“Army air strength ultimately will be 
distributed in Hawaii, Panama and the 
Philippines as follows: 

“Hawaii—one bombardment and one 
pursuit group, consisting of four squad- 
rons each, together with two observa- 
tion and one attack squadrons. 

“Panama—one composite group of one 
bombardment and two observation squad- 
rons and one pursuit group of four 
squadrons. 

“Philippines—one squadron each of 
bombardment, pursuit and observation.” 





The Engineer Board 

Army Regulations 100-30, “The Engi- 
neer Board,” recently approved by the 
Secretary of War, provides for a board 
of officers, to be selected by the Chief of 
Engineers, which will function in a man- 
ner similar to The Infantry Board and 
the boards pertaining to the other com- 
bat branches. The new board supersedes 
the Board on Engineer Equipment but 
includes the work of this former board 
in the greatly enlarged functions of the 
new board. The Engineer Board is lo- 
eated at Ft. Humphreys, Va., and con- 
sits of the following members:

Retired Men’s Pay 

The Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia on February 25, 1933, decided 
that the provisions of the 1933 Economy 
Act reducing the pay of certain classes 
of retired officers and employees do not 
apply to the pay of retired enlisted men 
who served as commissioned officers dur- 
ing the World War and who in con- 
sequence, under the Act of June 6, 1924, 
receive the retired pay of warrant of- 
ficers. 

This overrules a decision by the Comp- 
troller General under which there have 
been deducted from the pay of such re- 
tired enlisted men the difference between 
the pay of retired warrant officers and 
the retired pay of the grades in which 
they were retired as enlisted men. 

An injunction suit against the Comp- 
troller General and the Chief of Finance 
to restrain further deductions and to 
recover deductions theretofore made was 
filed by Master Sergeant John H. Hoep- 
pel, USA, retired, now a Congressman- 
elect from California. The defendants 
filed motions to dismiss the suit but the 
Court overruled such motions. Justice 
Letts who handed down the opinions 
stated among other things that— 

“By its language Section 106, part 2. of 
the legislative Economy Act, exempts from 
reduction the retired pay of enlisted men of 
the Army. No distribution is found in the 
Act as respects the pay of retired enlisted 
men who served as commisisoned officers dur- 
ing our participation in the World War and 
the pay of retired enlisted men without such 
record of service. 

“Plaintiff is not a retired warrant officer. 
He draws the pay of a retired warrant offi- 
cer by authority of the Act of June 6, 1924, 


. but his grade has remained unchanged. He 


is a retired enlisted man and as such is 
entitled to his retired pay without reduc- 
tion.” 

It is estimated that this decision will 
affect approximately two thousand re- 
tired enlisted men of the Army and 
Navy. Mr. Hoeppel was represented by 
Ansell & Ansell and George M. Wilmeth 
of this city. 





Dedicate Barksdale Field 


Secretary of War Hurley was detained 
enroute and was unable to make the 
speech at the recent dedication of Barks- 
dale Field, La. In his absence Assistant 
Secretary Davison spoke. 

“Barksdale Field,” Mr. Davison said, 
“is a military establishment. It is a 
part of the national defense of the 
United States. Our Government has no 
imperialistic designs. It desires to live 
on terms of peace and amity with all 
mankind. The American people have no 
desire to maintain a system of national 
defense that will become a menace to 
the peace and happiness of any other 
people. We will maintain that degree 
of national defense essential to the liber- 
ty of the people and the maintenance of 
free institutions. I am convinced that 
adequate national defense is the most 
effective assurance of peace. Today we 
dedicate the Barksdale Field, not only 
as an element of our national defense 
but as a further guarantee of peace.”

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Admiral Bostwick Retires 

Rear Adm. Lucius Allyn Bostwick, 
USN, Commandant of the Fourth Naval 
District, Philadelphia, Pa., retired from 
active duty March 1 upon reaching the 
statutory retirement age of 64 years. 
The Secretary of the Navy congratulated 
Admiral Bostwick on his career in the 
United States Navy extending over 46 
years, saying, 

“The Department takes this occasion 
to express to you its appreciation of the 
long and distinguished service which 
you have rendered to the country during 
your period of active service in the Navy 
and wishes you many years of health 
and happiness.” 

Rear Admiral Bostwick was born in 
Providence, R. 1., Feb. 21, 1869, and ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from 
Massachusetts in 1886. He was commis- 
sioned Rear Admiral June 8, 1923; and 
held the temporary rank of Vice Ad- 
miral while serving as Commander Bat- 
tleships, Battle Fleet, from May 21, 1929, 
to June 1930. 

After serving for three years as a 
member of the General Board, he as- 
sumed command of the USS South Da- 
kota in April 1917 and engaged in trans- 
port duty throughout the war. He was 
awarded the Navy Cross and a Special 
Letter of Commendation from the War 
Department for his War Service. After 
the armistice Admiral Bostwick was ap- 
pointed Senior Member of the Naval 
Overseas Transportation Service Demo- 
bilization Board, and in September 1919, 
he was ordered to duty in the Office of 
Naval Operations, Navy Department. 
He served as Assistant to the Chief of 
Naval Operations from April until July 
1922, when he was given command of the 
USS California. He was appointed 
Chief of Staff of the Commander-in- 
Chief, Battle Fleet, in 1923, and in 1925 
was transferred to duty as Chief of 
Staff of the Commander-in-Chief, United 
States Fleet. Admiral Bostwick served 
as President of the Board of Inspection 
and Survey, Navy Department, from 
1926 to 1929, when he was commissioned 
Commander, Battleship Divisions, Bat- 
tle Fleet, with accompanying rank of 
Vice Admiral, and on July 1, 1930, re- 
ported for duty as Commandant of the 
Fourth Naval District. 





Admiral Pratt Wins Prize 


The Board of Control of the United 
States Naval Institute, at its meeting 
held Thursday, February 16, 1933, con- 
sidered the essays submitted in its Prize 
Essay Contest for 1933. 

The prize was awarded to Admiral 
William V. Pratt, USN, for his essay 
“Lest They Forget.” He was awarded 
$300 in cash. The author, already be- 
ing a medalist and life member, was 
awarded a gold bar, suitably engraved, 
in lieu of the medal, and the commuted 
value of life membership. 

Honorable mention, with a cash award 
of $100, was awarded to Lt. (jg) Fred- 
erick J. Bell, USN, for his essay “The 
Swing of the Pendulum.”

Fleet Organization Changes 

The Chief of Naval Operations, Adm. 
William V. Pratt, USN, has approved 
changes in the organization of the Fleet. 

The USS Houston, which has been the 
flagship of the Asiatic Fleet, will be re- 
lieved about Dec. 15, 1933, and join the 
Cruiser Divisions, Scouting Force, after 
an overhaul at the New York Navy 
Yard. The USS Augusta, Capt. J. O. 
Richardson, USN, commanding, the flag- 
ship of Admiral Frank H. Clark, USN, 
Commander Scouting Force, will be re- 
lieved about July 15, 1933, and in Octo- 
ber next, will proceed to the Asiatic 
Station as relief of the USS Houston as 
flagship of the Asiatic Fleet. 

The light cruisers Memphis and Rich- 
mond will, in like manner, be changed. 
The USS Memphis, Capt. Harry L. 
Pence, USN, commanding, now flagship 
of the Special Service Squadron, will be 
relieved about May 25, 1933, and join 
Cruiser Division 2, Battle Force. The 
USS Richmond, Capt. Laurence N. 
MeNair, USN, will relieve the Memphis 
as flagship of the Special Service Squad- 
ron after an overhaul at the Boston 
Navy Yard. 

The USS Indianapolis, heavy cruiser, 
Capt. John M. Smeallie, USN, command- 
ing, which was commissioned Nov. 15 
last, will, upon completion of gunnery 
practices at Guantanamo, Cuba, proceed 
to the Navy Yard, Philadelphia, about 
April 24 and conduct her final accept- 
ance trials during the first week in May. 
In the early part of June she will pro- 
ceed to San Pedro, Calif., and report to 
the Commander-in-Chief, U. S. Fleet, 
for duty as flagship of the Commander 
Scouting Force, relieving the cruiser 
Augusta. 

A modification of the Naval aeronau- 
tical organization afloat, will become 
effective April 1, 1933. Under the new 
plan, the aircraft carrier Lexington will 
be transferred to the Commander Air- 
craft of the Battle Force; the airship 
Akron will be transferred to the Com- 
mander Scouting Force, and the office 
of “Commander Aircraft, Scouting 
Force.” will be discontinued. 

The USS Wright, aircraft tender, will 
be assigned to the Base Force. The 
Base Force, coming under the Comman- 
der-in-Chief, U. S. Fleet, serves both the 
Battle Force and the Scouting Force. 
The USS Wright, therefore, will become 
the flagship of the Commander Aircraft, 
Base Force, and. in addition to the 
planes assigned the Wright, this force 
will include the Fleet Air Base and Air- 
craft Squadrons at Coco Solo, Canal 
Zone, and the Fleet Air Base and Air- 
eraft Squadrons at Pearl Harbor, T. H.. 
as well as all the minesweepers for duty 
with aircraft now assigned to these air 
bases and to the aircraft, Scouting 
Force. 


Admiral Hepburn Assigned 


Rear Adm. Arthur J. Hepburn. USN. 
attached to the Office of the Chief of 
Naval Operations, who has been serving 
as senior naval advisor to American 
delegation to the Geneva Arms Confer- 
ence, has been ordered to duty as Com- 
mandant, Fourth Naval District. with 
additional duty as Commandant of the 
Navy Yard, Philadelphia, Pa. He will 
succeed Rear Adm. Lucius A. Bostwick, 
USN, who was placed on the retired list 
March 1. Admiral Hepburn will report 
March 10.

Secretary of the Navy Adams, accom- 
panied by the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Jahncke, attended the christening 
of the new airplane carrier, Ranger, by 
Mrs. Herbert Hoover at the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany, Newport News, Va., Feb. 24. 

Others from the Navy Department 
who attended the launching ceremonies 
were: Rear Adm. William A. Moffett, 
USN: Rear Adm. Emory S. Land, CC, 
USN; Capt. Arthur B. Cook, USN; Capt. 
Alexander H. Van Keuren, CC, USN. 

Upon the commissioning of the Ran- 
ger, about May 1, 1934, the United 
States’ aircraft carrier tonnage will total 
91,300 tons, of the 135,000 tons allowed 
by the London Treaty. The Ranger will 
be the first vessel of the United States 
Navy designed and constructed as an 
airplane carrier, as other ships of this 
class have been converted from other 
types. Authorized by Act of Congress 
Feb. 13, 1929, the contract for her con- 
struction was awarded to the Newport 
News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock Com- 
pany in November 1930, and she is 
— for completion about May 1, 

The Ranger’s dimensions are as fol- 
lows: Standard displacement, 13,800 
tons; length overall, 765 feet; beam, 90 
feet; draft, 2014 feet; speed, 30 knots. 





“Shakedown” of Portland 


The following schedule for a shake- 
down cruise of the USS Portland, heavy 
cruiser, which was commissioned at the 
Boston Navy Yard Feb. 23, has been 
approved. 

The Portland will operate off the At- 
lantic Coast until about May 1. when she 
will leave for Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
later proceeding to the Canal Zone, and 
joining the U. S. Fleet at San Pedro, 
Calif., about June 1, where she will be 
assigned to the Cruiser Divisions, Scout- 
ing Force.

As finally approved, the bill provide 
that no enlisted men of the Navy 
civilians may be employed as servants jp 
officers houses on shore with the saviy 
clause that it shall not be construed ty 
prevent the voluntary employment of; 
retired man or Fleet Reservist at mw 
expense to the Government. 

The only other change in the bill over 
the House’s action, consisted in increas 
ing the limitation upon expenditures fe 
transportation of dependents of Marir 
Corps officers and enlisted men from 
$26.250 to $35,000. 





Posthumous Award 


Posthumous award of the Medal of 
Honor to the late Ens. Henry Clay Drer 
ler, USN, was made at noon Feb. 28 by 
President Hoover to Mr. Louis Ashton 
Drexler, of Bethany Beach, Delaware, 
father of Ensign Drexler. 

Ensign Drexler was born Aug. 7, 1901 
at Braddock, Pa.; appointed Midshipma 
May 29, 1920, and commissioned an Er 
sign June 5, 1924. He reported for duty 
on the USS Trenton, light cruiser, 0¢ 
4, 1924. Sixteen days later, during gur 
nery tests on that vessel an explosia 
occurred which resulted in the death ¢ 
Ensign Drexler and 13 enlisted men. Et 
sign Drexler, without thought for bi 
own safety, on seeing that the charge @ 
powder for the left gun was ignited 
jumped for the right charge and & 
deavored to put it in the immersio 
tank. The left charge burst into flame 
and ignited the right charge before E> 
sign Drexler could accomplish his pur 
pose. He fell on the spot where he wi 
making a supreme effort to save bi 
shipmates.

ing in the USS Upshur, of Destroye 
Division 3 of the Scouting Force, on tl 
West Coast. 
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ILLUSION: 
This very old illusion was invented by In- 
dian fakirs. The secret was unearthed in 
1849 by the great magician, Robert-Houdin.

The piston is 
pushed up from below, causing her to rise 
in the air. The piston is invisible, because 
it is covered with mirrors which reflect sur- 
rounding draperies, similar to the back- 
ground. The magician can pass the hoop 
over her body because it is cut in one place. 
It can be pulled apart for a second when it 
passes the piston.

THE NATION WELCOMES TODAY the inauguration of its new President, 
and the Services his assumption of the duties of Commander-in-chief. With the 
same loyalty, the same integrity, and the same energy, the Army, the Navy and the 
Marine Corps will execute his orders as they have faithfully executed the orders of 
his predecessors. Upon him rests the responsibility for the security of the country 
and the protection of its vital interests throughout the World. This responsibility 
can de discharged only by an Army sufficient in size to guard our Continental and 
Island bases and the Panama Canal, and a Treaty Navy and a Marine Corps 
equipped in personnel and material to perform the manifold duties entrusted to its 
care. Even more important than size is that of morale. For years now the Services 
have been attacked. The Army has been subjected to reductions until it is far 
below the strength considered necessary by the General Staff. The Navy has lacked 
replacements and been denied the construction which would have assured the parity 
accepted under the London Convention. The Marine Corps, only as the result of the 
pressure of public opinion, has been kept at its present strength. In the name of 
so-called economy, there have been congressional efforts to reduce active and re- 
tired pay. It is a tribute to the Services that they are efficient in spite of the 
efforts made to destroy them both through disarmament negotiations and pacifistic 
activities at home. In the face of the serious international situation which exists, 
the dangers of world conflict arising out of the Asiatic war, the country must pre- 
pare; and we appeal to President Roosevelt to abandon the policies laid down in 
the platform upon which he was elected and insist that proper provision be made 
for the Armed Forces. In so doing, he will place the safety of the country above 
politics, and we are certain will preserve that peace which the people ardently de- 


sire. 





THE BEAU GESTE MADE BY the House Conferees in requesting the House 
of Representatives to vote upon the motion to recede on the Taber and Connery 
amendments has turned into a positive advantage for the Army, the Navy and the 
Marine Corps. Now, with the Senate and House both on record, and at a time when 
an unreasoning panic of fear is shaking the country and the pressure for economy 
is at its height, it would seem that further assaults upon the existing pay rights and 
schedules are doomed to defeat. The debate in connection with the recession by the 
House on the amendments named revealed that Mr. Collins had no interest in them, 
Mr. McSwain was emphatic in his opposition, and Mr. Connery expressed the hope 
that the House would vote down his own amendment. Even Mr. Taber was luke- 
warm in support of the amendment bearing his name. On behalf of the Services, 
we take pleasure in expressing sincere appreciation for the attitude of these mem- 
bers of the House, and, on behalf of National Defense, the opinion that they have 
upheld the honor of the Government and prevented destruction of our fabric of 
security. We have not hesitated to criticise Messrs. Collins, McSwain and Connery 
for measures which they advocated and which we knew would be harmful, and it 
is therefore all the more gratifying to us to commend them for action certain to aid 
in the maintenance of morale in the Armed forces. 





PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT WILL ISSUE at once his call for an extra session 
of Congress. Once that branch of the Government is operating. no matter how 
limited may be the subjects Mr. Roosevelt presents for consideration, it can enact 
whatever legislation it may deem desirable. In this connection, we hope no time 
will be lost in bringing about the repeal of the furlough and pay freeze provisions 
of the Economy Act. The former applies to all officers and enlisted men receiving 
more than $1,000 annually. The latter applies, so far as it is now possible to fore 
see, only to officers on the active list, and not to the enlisted personnel. Both pro- 
visions impose extra hardship upon the Services, contain discriminations which are 
most objectionable, and affect morale. We reiterate what we have said so often in 
the past—that the Services did not benefit from the pay increases given to other 
branches of the Government during good times, and yet are forced to accept the 
same percentage cuts as the more fortunate employes of other departments. So far 
as the pay freeze is concerned, it penalizes men who by reason of their Service have 
received promotion. We have no doubt Mr. MeSwain is thoroughly familiar with 
the effect of the operations of these provisions, and we urge him to take steps to 
nullify them. In the debate on the Taber and Connery amendments, he insisted that 
they be rejected because they invaded the legislative functions of the regular estab- 
lished committees and dealt with questions of policy. The morale of the Armed 
Forces is in the hands of the Military and Naval Committees. The policies those 
committees determine will have great influence upon it. We trust Mr. McSwain will 
lose no time in removing the objectionable furlough and pay freeze cuts from the 


law. 





TWO DEVOTED FRIENDS OF National Defense, Patrick J. Hurley, of Okla- 
homa, and Charles Francis Adams, of Massachusetts, relinquish today the offices of 
Secretary of War and Secretary of the Navy. Their retirement is a matter of keen 
regret to the Services over which they have presided with such interest, dignity and 
ability. Both have the sincere respect of the officers and men who served under 
them; both will be remembered for their efforts to preserve National Defense in the 
high state of efficiency it enjoyed when it passed into their hands. Their task has 
been far more onerous than is ordinarily the case in time of peace. They have 
worked zealously to maintain personnel and materiel, they have above all labored 
to preserve morale. To them, in the name of the Services, the Army anp Navy

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 








Admiral Pratt to Remain on Duty—Admiral William V. Pratt, Chief of Naval Oper- 
ations, has been continued on active duty in that post, beyond the day he was due 
for retirement. This action, it is understood, was taken upon the request of the 
incoming President. 

Admiral Pratt reached the age of 64 years on Feb. 28, and in the ordinary 
course of events would retire. Due to a recent change in the service retirement 
laws, however, it is said, and reluctancy to have the important post of Chief of 
Naval Operations vacant, no orders for his retirement from active service or his 
relief from assignment have yet been issued. 

President Roosevelt, it is said, wishes to consult with Admiral Pratt at an early 
opportunity and let it be known that he desired him retained on active duty for 
about ten days. Whether he will then continue him in his present post or not 
remains to be seen. 

Navy Department officials declare, moreover, that there is considerable doubt 
under the law that Admiral Pratt could be retired for age in the usual way. They 
point to the Act of Jan. 28, 1929, which provides that the President shall retire 
officers below the rank of Vice Admiral when they reach the age of 64 years. 
Unless it be held that Admiral Pratt, while holding the office of Chief of Naval 
Operations, is below the rank of Vice Admiral, it is considered that it will be neces- 
sary for him to be either relieved from his post or retire on his own application. 

It is stated that this legal point arose before the word was passed down that 
President Roosevelt desired the Chief of Operations to be continued on duty. No 
formal decision has been made on the point, and the final say in the matter will 
undoubtedly come from the Comptroller General or the courts. Some are of the 
opinion that it will be ruled that the permanent rank of the Chief of Operations 
is that of Rear Admiral and is as such subject to compulsory retirement.

The Senate amendment inserted a pro- 
vision that travel allowances shall not 
exceed the lowest first-class rate by the 
transportation facility used. The House 
amendment to the Senate amendment 
and the conference agreement adopt this 
provision. 

Assignments to Foreign Duty 

The Senate amendment contained a 
provision requiring that assignments of 
officers of the Army. Navy, and Marine 
Corps to permanent duty in Hawaii shall 
be for not less than four years, unless 
the health of the officer or the public 
interest requires a transfer. The House 
amendment to the Senate amendment 
and the conference agreement retain the 
Senate provision, but reduce the 4-year 
period to three years and extend its 
application to assignments to permanent 
duty in the Philippines. the Asiatic Sta- 
tion. China. Puerto Rico. and the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone as well as Hawaii. 

Bureau of Efficiency 

The Senate amendment abolished the 
Bureau of Efficiency. The House amend- 
ment to the Senate amendment does not 
contain this provision.

Five Per Cent Reduction 

The Senate amendment contains a pro- 

vision authorizing and directing the 

heads of departments and establishments 

to make such reductions in the expendi- 

tures of their organizations as will in 





them, respectively, in the regular annual 
appropriation acts. Exception was made 
in the case of public building construc- 
tion. In making the reductions no wage 
cuts, other reduced compensation, or fur- 
loughs were to be ordered. The House 
amendment to the Senate amendment 
and the conference agreement omit this 
provision. 
Reorganization of Departments 

The Senate amendment amends in 
several particulars Title IV of the ecoD- 
omy act relating to the reorganization 
of executive departments. The principal 
changes are: 

(1) The President is given the power 
to “abolish the whole or any part of any 
executive agency and/or the functions 
thereof” but he is to have no authority 
to “abolish or transfer an executive de 
partment and/or all the functions there 
of.” 

(2) The power of each House of Con- 
gress to veto the President’s Executive 
order is removed. 

(3) The power of the President is 10 
terminate two years from the enactment 
of the act.

Charleston, S. C.—The new or objec- 
tive type tests and examinations have 
largely superseded the subjective or es- 
say type in the Department of Military 
Science and Tactics of the Citadel. It 
has been found that the text assignments 
can be covered much more thoroughly 
and effectively, and papers graded with 
far more accuracy than with the old 
type of examination.

Iowa City—Multiple lens cameras, 
aerial mapping, and photography, were 
demonstrated at the State University of 
Iowa by Capt. Bruce C. Hill, director of 
aerial mapping at Wright field, Dayton, 
Ohio, on February 1.

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20,000, feet and over an area of some 20 
miles with the new equipment and the 
special mapping plane provided by the 
Army Air Corps.

Phillips, pilot and observer at Wright 
field, and a graduate of the Iowa col- 
lege of engineering in 1922.

Henry C. Pratt, commandant of Wright 
field, the local chapter of the Society of 
American Military Engineers was able 
to get the men and their equipment to 
lecture at the Iowa City Airport, ac- 
cording to Lt. Col. C. R. Lewis, profes- 
sor of military science and tactics at 
the State University of Iowa.

Henry M. Brinkerhoff, who died in the 
Soldiers’ Home, West Los Angeles, 
(formerly Sawtelle), February 4th, 1933, 
was born April 12th 1854 at Gettysburg, 
Pennsylvania.

Custer for two years before enlisting in 
the 7th Cavalry in 1874 to go down to 
New Orleans, Louisiana, with General, 
Merrill. He was made a sergeant as 
soon as enlisted, and participated in the 
Custer Massacre, under Reno, June 25th 
and 26th, 1876. 

He carried the famous dispatch from 
Col. Reno to Gen. Terry, calling for 
medical aid and reinforcements, and he 
had an affidavit from Walter O. Taylor, 
the Company blacksmith, who shod his 
horse, with shoes reversed, to make the 
trip. 

He participated in the Nex Perse 
Campaign in all the engagements, of the 
7th Cavalry, from 1874 to 1879. He was 
always a reliable, trustworthy man and 
a staunch defender of his beloved Gen, 
Custer, and also of Major Reno! He 
married Miss Lula Garretson, of Cali- 
fornia in 1902, who survives him. With 
him, at the end, were Mrs. Juanita Wil- 
liams-Foote, (daughter of Maj.-Gen. 
Frank D. Baldwin), and Louis DeWitt. 
the noted French and Sioux Indian in- 
terpreter, who was with Gen. EB. A. Gar- 
lington as scout and guide through the 
sand-hills and who persuaded Chief Dull 
Knife, after twenty-four hours long 
counsel to surrender.

Financial Digest 


Volume of industrial production jp. 
creased in January by less than the 
usual seasonal amount and factory ep. 
ployment and payrolls continued to de 
cline, according to the forthcoming isgye 
of the Federal Reserve Bulletin. Prices 
of commodities at wholesale, which de 
clined further in January, showed rela. 
tively little change in the first three 
weeks of February. 

Industrial activity, as measured by the 
Board’s index, which makes allowanee 
for usual seasonal changes, declined 
from 66 per cent of the 1923-1925 ayer. 
age in December to 64 per cent in Jann. 
ary, which compares with a low level] of 
58 per cent last July. Output of ¢oa] 
declined considerably, contrary to the 
usual seasonal tendency. Increases jn 
activity in the cotton and silk industries 
were somewhat less than seasonal ip 
amount, and there was a slight decline 
in production at woolen mills. Output 
of shoes increased seasonally. Activity 
in the steel industry showed a seasonal 
increase during January, and little 
change during the first three weeks of 
February. Automobile production, which 
had increased substantially in December, 
showed a further slight increase ip 
January. 

Factory employment declined between 
the middle of December and the middle 
of January by considerably more than 
the seasonal amount. Decreases were 
reported in most lines except in the 
cotton, wool, and silk industries, where 
employment showed little change, and in 
the automobile and shoe _ industries, 
where employment increased.

almost fell over itself to vote it out of 
the bill. Although Mr. Collins, as senior 
House conferee, made the motion to in- 
sist on disagreeing with the Senate, he 
accompanied that action with a state- 
ment that he did not wish to make a 
motion to recede and concur “because 
the House has already voted on this 
particular amendment, and in view of 
that vote the amendment has_ been 
brought back here in disagreement: but 
I may say to the gentlemen that if the 
motion I have just made is voted down, 
there will be no disposition on the part 
of the House conferees to further insist 

upon this amendment.” 

Representative McSwain, chairman of 
the military affairs committee, took oc- 
easion to speak against the Connery, 


Taber and Couzens amendment all at 
once, declaring that they invaded the 


legislative functions of the regularly es- 
tablished committees. Representatives 
Goss and Hill both spoke against the 
Taber and Connery amendments, and 
even Mr. Connery himself declared in 
reference to his own amendment “I hope 
the House will vote it down.” 

“We need not discuss the Connery 
amendment in view of what has already 
been said,” Mr. MeSwain declared. ‘‘We 
heed not take one-half minute in consid- 
ering that amendment. 

“Now, with respect to the Taber 
amendment, when, in 1920, the official 
personnel of the Army was approxi- 
mately doubled and recruited from the 
emergency forces, the National Guard. 
and the reserve officers. who had helped 
fight the World War, it was thereafter 
promised them by the joint pay act of 
1922 that they would be paid for the 
service they had rendered the cause of 
national defense, even though it was not 
under a commission in the Regular 
Army, and men came into our Army in 
1920 with this expectation. Although 
the measure was not enacted into law 
until 1922, a study of the question was 
then in progress. 

“To deny at this late day captains. 50 
and 55 years of age, who had been in 
the service of their country in the Na- 
tional Guard up until 1920, some of them 
Serving in the Spanish-American War 
and also in the World War. the pay due 
their length of service. and to now re- 
duce them to pay based merely on rank, 
and therefore to reduce them to pay 
subordinate to that of younger officers 
Who graduated at the Military Academy 
at the expense of the Government, who 
ire even 12 or 15 years younger and who 
have less family obligations, is not fair 
or right.

The House aceepted two Senate 
amendments on the National Guard res- 
triciion so as to make the provis.on 
read: “No part of the appropriations 
made in this Act shall be available for 
pay, allowances, or traveling or other 
expenses of any officer or enlisted man 
of the National Guard who may be 
drawing a pension, disability allowances, 
disability compensation, or retired pay 
from the Government of the United 
States: Provided, That nothing in this 
provision shall be so construed as to pre- 
vent the application of funds herein con- 
tained to the pay, allowances, or travel- 
ing expenses of any officer or enlisied 
man of the National Guard who may 
surrender said pension, disability altow- 
ances, disability compensation, or retired 
pay for the period of his service in the 
National Guard: Provided further, That 
present adjutants general who may be 
drawing such emoluments may be con- 
tinued in a federally recognized status 
without pay under this act.” 

When the Couzens amendment provic- 
ing $22,000,000 additional for the CMTC 
to take care of homeless and wandering 
youths was called up, Representative 
Barbour made a motion to recede and 
concur with an amendment reducing the 
additional available sum to $10,000,000 
and raising the age minimum from 15 
to 17 years. 

Debate on the proposal was longer 
than on any other in the conference re- 
port. Mr. Barbour led the support, 
while Representative Blanton, of Texas 
was most outspoken against it. Mr. 
Blanton based his opposition largely on 
his declaration that such a_propesal. 
“through bad habits picked up around 
an Army camp, will demoralize every 
one of the 88,000 boys from 15 to 21 
years of age taken from their home in- 
fluence.” 

When the vote was taken the House 
agreed, 165 to 31, to insist on its stand 
that the amendment go out of the bill. 

The next amendment to be considered 
was the Taber amendment restricting 
credit for longevity pay. There was ab- 
solutely no diseussion when Mr. Collins 
himself made the motion to recede from 
the amendment and agree with the Sen- 
ate to strike it out. The motion was 
agreed to without a vote. 

The members of the joint conference 
committee were in agreement on the fol- 
lowing items when the bill was first 
reported on March 1: 

The conferees agreed to change the 
wording of the magazine amendment to 
read as follows: “No appropriation for 
the pay of the Army shall be available 
for the pay of any officer or enlisted man 
on active list of the Army who is en- 
gaged in any manner with any publica- 
tion which is or may be issued by or 
for any branch or organization of the 
Army or military association in which 
officers or enlisted men have member- 
ship and which carries paid advertising 
of firms doing business with the War 
Department: Provided, however, That 
nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to prohibit officers from writing 
or disseminating articles in accordance 
with regulations issued by the Secretary 
of War.” 

The House bill provided for mainte- 
nance only of “existing laundries” and 
“existing dry cleaning plants.” The Sen- 
ate amended each of these to read “ex- 
isting or now under construction.” The 
conferees agreed to the Senate language 
as applying to the laundries and the 
House language as applying to the dry 
cleaning plants. 

The House bill provided $5,194,045 for 
“clothing and equipage,” while the Sen- 
ate bill raised this to $5,694,045. The 
conferees compromised at $5,444,045. 

The House conferees accepted the fig- 
ure of $250,000 ($100,000 higher than 
the original House bill) for purchase of 
motor trucks under the item “Army 
transportation.” 

Under the heading “Signal Service of 
the Army” the House bill provided 
$2,281,870, while the Senate increased it 
to $2,421,517. The conferees agreed on 
the figure $2,401,870. 

For “Air Corps, Army,” the House pro- | 





vided $23,324,185 and the Senate $23,- 
$29,185. The conferees agreed to ac- 
cept the House's figure. Under this same 
heading the Senate had inserted an 
amendment that “not exceeding $5,000 
may be expended for the production of 
lighter-than-air equipment,” which lan- 
guage the conferees agreed to eliminate. 

Under “Ordnance Service and Sup- 
plies” the House had authorized the pur- 
chase of light trucks, at not to exceed 
$750 each.” The Senate struck out this 
language and just made it read “trucks,” 
to which latter action the conferees 
ugreed. 

Under the National Guard the House 
had limited the cost of motor trucks to 
$750 each, which limitation the Senate 
eliminated. The confe.ees agreed to re- 
tain the limitation as carried in the 
House bill. 

The House provided $3,354,211 for the 
R.O.T.C., which the Senate raised to 
$3,840,211. The conferees comp: omised 
at $3,466,531. 

The Senate bill contained an amend- 
ment that “Under the authorizations con- 
tained in this Act no issues of reserve 
supplies or equipment shall be made 
where such isstes would impair the re- 
serves held by the War Department for 
two field armies or one million men.” 
The conferees accepted this amendment. 

The Senate reduced the appropriation 
for “Ordnance equipment for rifle ranges 
for civilian instruction” from $150,000 
to $125,000, which reduction the con- 
ferees accepted. 

The Senate had amended the bill to 
add $5,000 for the protection, preserva- 
tion, repair and maintenance of histori- 
eal fortifications at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico. The conferees agreed to strike 
this from the bill. 





Cut in Enlisted Pay 


The ARMY AND Navy JourNAL has 
sent the following letter to Senator 
David A. Reed, chairman of the Senate 
committee on Military Affairs: 

March 1, 
Honorable David A. Reed, 
Chairman, Military Committee, 
United States Senate. 
My dear Senator: 

Because of the great service you have ren- 
dered in maintaining the morale of the 
Armed Forces of the United States, and 
your personal interest therein, we are ap- 
pealing to you to make a renewed effort to 
prevent the cut in the pay of enlisted men, 
as approved by the House of Representatives 
today. 

The men who will be affected, those draw- 
ing more than $1,000 per annum, perform 
duties calling for intelligence, ability, judg- 
ment and experience. Usually, they are 
men who have made the military or naval 
service their calling in life. They fall with- 
in the older brackets of manhood, and, con- 
sequently, most of them are married and 
have families. It is frequently necessary, 
especially in the case of those in the Navy, 
to maintain separate establishments. Be- 
cause their rates of pay were not increased 
to anything like the same extent as ad- 
vances in other government branches and 
in civil life, it is discriminatory now to 
apply the flat 81/3 per cent cut to their 
compensation. Moreover, the fact should 
not be lost sight of that Congress already 
has withdrawn the reenlistment bonus, which 
played a large part in the continuance of 
experts in the Services. 

We fear the morale of the enlisted per- 
sonnel will be lowered if the pay cut direct- 
ed by the House be acquiesced in by the 
Senate. The international as well as the 
internal situation existing today demands 
that we have a contented Army and a con- 
tented Navy. We may point out further 
that even after we have passed through the 
depression, men having opportunities in civil 
life will seize them, since they will feel that 
they have received treatment not deserved or 
justified. In the interest of efficient National 
Defense, we urge that the Senate refuse to 
assent to the action of the House.

Similar letters were addressed to other 
influential members. 

It is noteworthy that Representative 
Byrn, who has been designated as demo- 
cratie floor leader for the next Congress 
made the following statement relative to 
enlisted pay at the time he submitted 





the conference report to the House: 

“As the bill passed the House there 
was no reduction in pay of enlisted men, 
The Senate included in the “economy” 
amendment (No. 14) a provision placing 
an 81g per cent cut upon the salaries of 
all enlisted men where the salaries 
amounted to $1,000 or more. In other 
words, this 81g per cent cut applies only 
to those who receive more than $1,000, 
but none of them are to be cut so as to 
receive less than $1,000. 

“The House conferees were: unwilling 
to agree to that and reported it back 
here in disagreement, as you will recall. 
The Senate was adamant, however, in- 
sisting it should be adopted; and, for the 
same reason which I have given with 
reference to air mail, the House con- 
ferees finally yielded. 

“Personally, I was opposed to it, and 
I have so indicated. We have taken 
away the reenlistment bonus from the 
enlisted men, and this adds an 81g per 
cent more, which means altogether about 
13 per cent. If we had reduced our own 
salaries 13 per cent, or even 25 per cent, 
as was proposed, I would have felt more 
inclined to favor this.” 

Senator Oddie, one of the Senate’s con- 
ferees, told the JourRNAL that he consid- 
ered the application of the pay cut to 
enlisted men “a damnable outrage?’ He 
declared that he had done his best to 
exclude the measure but was defeated 
and outvoted by the other conferees.

The Navy ration bill, S. 5675, .which 
brings the ration components enumerated 
in law in accordance with existing prac- 
tice, and allows increase of the pre- 
seribed cost in cases of small vessels, 
was passed by both houses of Congress 
and sent to the President this week.
